Has Many Honors. 

General Harris was assigned to the 
adjutant general's department in 1912 
and appointed adjutant general on 
September 1, 1918; For his services 
in this department during the world 
war, he was awarded the distinguished 
service medal by our government, the 
legion of honor (commander) by 
France, and the order of the crown 
(commander) by Italy. 

General Harris was born in King- 
ston, Ga., graduating from the United 
States Military academy in 1888, from 
the infantry and cavalry school in 
1895, and from the army war college’

Opinion Is in Favor of 
Bank on All Essential 
Points Rais ed, Says 
Hollins Randolph. 


An opinion which is far 8 in 
its effects on the relations between 
-he Federal Reserve bank of Atlanta 
und country and non-member banks 
in this a was handed down by 
. Bever 5 D. Evans, in the fed- 
eral court Monday morning. Judge 
Evans indorsea the par clearance rule 
ot the reserve bank, at the same time 
holding that the names of the country 
Lanks which are not members of the 
reserve bank system should not be 
meluded on the par clearance lists of 
the Federal Reserve bank without the 
consent of the non-member banks. 

Although the country banks were 
gtanted a right to a writ of injunc- 
tion against the inclusion of their 
names on the list without their con- 
vent, they were not granted an in- 
junction in the matter of any other 
contention, 

Statement by Randolph. 

The opinion is a great victory for 
ibe bank, declared Hollins N. Ran- 
dolph, attorney for the Federal Re- 
serve bank of Atlanta and the leading 
«ounsel in the case just decided. The 
upinion is ole in favor of the bank 
on all the essential points raised in 
the case and is also a judicial vindi- 
cation of the several positions taken 
by the officers and directors of the 
Federal e bank since this mat- 
ter of par remitting first arose,” 
said Mr. Randolph. “I believe 
in the long run it will prove 
ihe first step in the final solution 
18 the disputed economic question 
whether all 3 backed by solvent 
ceposits should circulate at par some- 
what the same as money.’ 

From thé evidence in the ente, 
which he has held under advisement 
since the January term of the federal 
court. Judge Evans found that the 
par clearance system was not begun 
with an ulterior motive. He held 
the charges are untrue that the re- 
serve bank has accumulated large 
amounts of checks on country or non- 
member banks to present them at one 
time, so as to compel the plaintiffs 
to maintain so much cash in their 
vaults as to drive them out of busi- 


ness. 
Coercion was Charged. 

It was contended for the plaintiffs, 
the American Bank and ust com- 
any and others, that this method 
as been used to force the country 
banks to agree to remit at par. This 
contention was not sustained by the 
evidence, it was stated in the deci- 
gion. 

Summarizing his decision, Judge 
Evans stated that the evidence did 
not show that the Federal Reserve

The supreme 
court held that the country banks, 
towever. had the right to produce 
evidence in a subsequent trial. The 
case was again tried in January, be- 
fore Judge Evans in the federal 
court 
Judge Evans’ Decision. 

Judge Fwans’ decision follows: 

This case was heard by me on its merits, 
and, after argument and due consideration, 
I find as follows: 

1. Under sections 18 and 16 of the fed- 
eral reserve act, the federal reserve banks 
are empowered to accept any and all checks 
payable on presentation, when deposited 
with them for collection. 

2. Checks thus received msut be collected 
at par. The federal reserve banks are not 
permitted to accept in payment ‘of checks 
deposited with them for collection an 
amount less than the full face value of the 
checks. 

3. In the discharge of its duties with 
respect to the collection of checks depos- 
ited with them, and with respect to per- 
forming the functions of a clearing house, 
the several federal reserve banks are em- 
powered to adopt any reasonable measure 
designed to accomplish these purposes. To 
that end, a federal reserve bank may 
send checks to the drawee bank directly, for 
remittance through the maile of collections 
without cost of exchange. If the drawee 
bank refuses to remit without deductiom of 
the cost of exchange, it is in the power of 
the several federal reserve banks to em“ 
ploy any proper instrumentality or agen- 
cy to collect the checks from the drawee 
bank, and it may legitimately pay the nes- 
essary cost of this service. 

4. The process of the daily collection of 
checks, im the exercise of the clearing 


house functions, is not rendered unlawrul

Wellborn’s Statement: 

Governor Wellborn said: “The de- 
sion of Judge Evans, of the United 
States court, is, as 1 see it, a vindi- 
cation of the policies and actions of 
cur bank in the — in collecting 
checks on non mem banks. Judge 
Evans gives to us unqualifiedly the 
right, and says that it is our duty to 
enforce par collection. In his opinion, 
however, be takes the view that, while 
be can put the names of all cities on 
vur par list. we should refrain from 
putting on the list the names of ‘non- 
member banks without their consent. 
This is entirely immaterial to the 
Federal Reserve bank of Atlanta, 
since the deeision allows us to put on 
the par list the names of all towns 
and cities. with the representation 
that the Federal Reserve bank of At- 
tanta will undertake to collect all 
checks drawn on any bank, member 
or non-member, in such town or city. 
Judge Evans specifically finds that 
the evidence in the case was insuffi- 
cient to sustain any of the charges of 
the country banks to the effect that 
the Federal Reserve bank was act- 
ng illegally and violating the rights 
of said country banks.” 

„I have not time on so short a 
notice,” said Governor Wellborn, “to 
go into an analysis of the decision, 
but in this connection I refer you to 
a pamphiet publication of an address 
by Wallace Simmons, president of 
the Simmons Hardware company, o 
St. Louis, before the chamber of 
commerce of the United States in St. 
‘Louis on April 30, 1919. 

Mr. Simmons’ Analysis. 

“This address is an excellent pres- 
a of the par clearance situa- 
tion and I call your attention to the 
conclusion. reached by Mr. Simmons 
in that address. It has my full ap- 
proval. 

“This is what Mr. Simmons said at 
that time:

SILL 1S INTRODUCED 
ON FARM LOAN BONDS 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, March 13.— (By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.) —Congress- 
man J. W. Overstreet, ot the first 
distriet of Georgia, today introduced 
the following bill in congress: 

“A bill to extend rediscount priv- 
ileges to farm loan bonds, promote 
their sale, and for other purposes. 

“Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 


| States of America, in *ongress as- 


sembled, * 

“Section 1: That any bank of fhe 
federal reserve sy#tem may buy or 
sell farm loan bonds; any member 
bank of said system may accept time 
drafts against a deposit of such bonds 
as security; acceptances of a mem- 
ber bank thus made, or thé direct ob- 
ligation of such bank, maturing with- 
in ninety days when accompanied by 
farm loan bonds as collateral security 
not less in face value than the amount 
of such direct obligation, shall be 
eligible for discount by the federal 
reserve bank.” 

In commenting upon the bill, Mr. 
Overstreet said: 

„J have discussed the merits of this 
bill with a number of bankers and 
financiers, and they can see nothing 
unsound or impracticable in the prop- 
osition. You see, that would create 
immediately a demand for the bonds 
by the banks and by investors gen- 
erally, and open an unlimited field. 
People could put their money in these 
bonds and it could draw interest; 
banks could put their secondary re- 
serves and have that draw interest, 
because they know they could take 


this paper, secured by these bonds, and 


obtain circulating notes from the fed- 
eral reserve bank when needed. And 
if you help the farmer by lending 
him money he needs, you help every- 
body else, of course and conditions

The activity in Georgia is a part 
of à south-wide program for reme- 
dying the ills of the cotton market 
problem. The plan includes a legally 
binding contract compelling.each mem- 
ber to deliver all the cotton he pro- 
duces during the years 1922, 1923, 
1924, 1925 and 1926 to the associa- 
tion. When, under the direction of the 
board of directors, expert cotton cias- 
sifiers are employed to grade and sta- 
ple the product, warehouses are leased 
to store it, money ig borrowed on 
Farehouse certificates, and the eotton 
is sold in an orderly, systematic man- 
ner as demanded. 


Will Stabilize Price. 


Adherents of the. plan claim that 
it will tend to stabilize the price of 
cotton by eliminating speculation and 
by elimifiating the system of “dump- 
ing on the market immediately after 
picking in the fall. 

Six states have thus fa: organized 
ufider the plan and have formed a na- 
tional organization known as the 
American Cotton Growers’ exchange. 
Texas, Oklahoma, Mississippi, Arizo- 
na, Arkansas and North Carolina 
comprise the present membership of 
the national association. 

Urging every man to do his share 
toward making Georgia the seventh 
state organized, a stirring appeal was 
sent out from the campaign head- 
quarters yesterday to every man who 
has thus far signed the contract. 

“This week is a week of fight,” 
said the message. “It will be the 
most important week that Georgia ag- 
riculture has ever known. Only a 
few days more remain to the close 
of the campaign, and we still lack 
a number of thousand bales of going 
over the top. 

“Whether the farmers of A 
are to have a co-operative cotton 
marketing association depends on the 
outcome of victory week. During this 
period - of time it will practically be 
determined whether or not we cotton 
growers are to control the marketing 
of or own product or whether we 
shall continue to be dictated to by the 
hordes of middlemen and speculators 
who at present control the marketing 
cotton.”

of the greatest prosperity this coun- 


try has ever known. Yet the largest 
amount of money raised per capita 
during this period was approximately

duced a per capita as low as 5 cents, 
others 10 cents, 25 cents and 50 cents. 
Previous Campaigns. 

The two previous large Jewish re- 

lief campaigns, in 1917-18, and 1919- 

Mr. Brown pointed out, produced 
$10,000,000 and $12,000,000, respec- 
tively, the latter being a non-sectarian 
appeal. He continued: 

“During both of these campaigns, we 
were either in the midst of the. war, 
with the spirit of giving developed to 
an unusually high point, or we had 
a condition of prosperity which lent 
itself very easily towards giving ub 
“erally. 

“When the campaign of 1921 was 
projected, this country had reached 
the lowest ebb economically that it had 
touched in 8 years. Non-employment 
was widespread throughout the coun- 
try, there were failures by the thou 
sands. Yet the 3,000,000 Jews of this 
country have contributed nearly 36 
per capita, as compared with $3.30 
and $4, respectively, in their previous 
campaigns. When we consider the fur- 
ther fact that the Jews of this coun- 
try have participated most liberally 
in every non-sectarian appeal, there 
can be only one conclusion: that we 
have measured up to our responsibil- 
ity; that we stand ready at all times 
to do our duty as Jews and as citi- 
zens of this country. 

“The response to the appeal made 
on behalf of our suffering brethren in 
Eastern Europe is proof to the world 
that the interest of the Jew in the suf- 
fering of his — 7 is not dependent 
on —4 own gry 

behalf of his associates, Chair- 
tec Brown pays special tribute to 
“The many. non-Jews hwo have not 
only given of their money to the ex- 
tent of more than a million dillars, but 
who have supported us in every way.“

Ac- 
cording to section 2, of civil service 
rule 4, it is provided that: 

“All competitors rated at 70 or 
more shall be eligible for appointment,

ferred under the urgent deficiency act 
rated at 65 or more shal! be placed 
above all others.”

| New York, March 13.—Although the promise of activity in the 
early session of the stock market today was not wholly fulfilled it 
continued to reveal a strong undertone. There was no particular 
change in the general situation. The outlook in this country is for 
continued and steady improvement unless upset by some foolish ac- 
tion on the part of congress. Conditions abroad, while stil) decidedly 
unsettled, are nevertheless shaping themselves toward improvement. 

‘The strength in the stock market and in the bond market also 
reflects a wider public interest in investment securities. This de- 
mand has been steadily increasing for some months but is now 
ning to attract a portion of the public unskilled in * or 
speculative affairs. 

It is to this particular class of operators that the writer desires 
to address this particular talk. There never was a time and there 
never will be again within the lives of most of us when such excellent 
opportunities for safe investments presented themselves. But be- 
cause of this very fact, inexperienced investors are bei deceived 
with all kinds of propositions designed to separate them from their 
money. It is an excellent opportunity, as already stated, for safe and 
profitable investments, but that does not mean that it is a get-rich- 
quick time. The investor will do well to stick to the seasoned stocks 
and bonds regularly quoted on the exchanges or to government bonds, 
all of which pay good interest and dividends and can, be realized upon 


in a nurry.

There are several things to make | be 
sure of before you draw your money 
out of the savings bank. 


The first is that the security is 
sound; the second that it has a ready 
market so that it can be realized upon 
in an emergency, and the third is 
that it is not paying too great a profit.
